Mr'; FOLEY related that Miss COELOM has had specific cases involving 
violations of .the Act assigned to’ her within the past year and that she has the 
additional respbnsibility of reviewing registration' forms submitted by those 
who comply with the Act, as well as reviewing supplements the Act requires 
to be submitted every six months. In view of this assignment, it has been Mr. 
FOLEY’s impression that very f ew data slips have been prepared by Miss COPLON 
within the past year, * 


In October 1948 due to a transfer of personnel COPLON'was assigned 
the duty of reviewing investigative Internal Security Reports received "by the * 
Internal Security Section of the Department of -Justice. In 'this- connection it 
is observed that the Internal- Security Section 'receives "Internal 'Security - R, 
Security Matter - C, and Espionage - R” investigative reports-- submitted by the 
, Federal Bureau of Investigation. It Is necessary for someone to' '’re view these ' 
reports to ascertain, if. they contain* any violations of federal laws. JUDITH 
' COPLON received this' assignment in October 1948 and kept it until Mrs. RUTH.tr, 
j pyQSSQM, an attorney, became affiliated -with the section on February 7, 1949 • 
Inasmuch as Mr. FOLEY was aware of the investigation under way 'concerning ' 
JUDITH COPLON', he transferred this duty to. Mrs. ROSSON. COPLON 'objected, 
stating that it Tfas a reflection against, her status as a political analyst 
and caused a scene in Mr. FOLEY’s office. Afterwards Ka?sb ''SOSSON^advis'ddj^ir . ■■ 
TOLEY tliSKrtJOPLON had requested that' Mrs. ROSSON send her investigative 4 re- 
ports concerning internal security matters, as well as all reports that 
mentioned embassies, and consulates. Mr.- FQJ.EY informed Mrs., ROSSON that she 
should comply with Miss- COPLON’ s request. , , ’ ’ . 

It is the practice for the reviewing employee to mark the internal 
security 'f^Qrffofx'fililingfafter' ascertaining that they contain no violations 
of federal laws. Miss COPLON initially would write the- word’ ’’FILE — J.C.” on 
the reports and later had a stamp made which read ; "FILE - J.C." It is ob- 
served that this assignment was separate and apart from 'Miss COPLON’ s duties 
as a. political analyst and lor -the inost'part ‘ths-material which she reviewed' 
in the Internal Security - R,. Security Matter - C 'and Espionage - R reports 
had little 'of 'no bearing- on 'Foreign Agents Registration 'matters. ' It is not - 
the practice nor' is there any necessity Tor making data slips reflecting in- 
formation in these reports, according to Mr. FOLEY. The doing of this by 
anyone would be acting beyond the scope of their duties.

Reference is made to Buffalo letter to the Bureau dated 
April 28, 1949. 

Mr. ALEX CESTARO, Owner-Manager of a butcher shop located at 
1492 Amsterdam Avenue, New York City, advised that he had recently spoken 
to Inspector NELSON CLYDE of Immigration and Naturalization Service. CESTARO 
stated .that he told Inspector CLYDE that he had cause to be, specious of 
MIRIAM SLNIC K, who currently occupies the third floor apartment above 
his' second floor apartment located at 3317 Rochambeau Avenue, Bronx, New 
York. CESTARO indicated that he has owned this three story - three apart- 
ment building since 1944. 

He stated that during the conversation which he had with 
Inspector CLYDE, that he produced a newspaper clipping which reflected^* 
a photograph of the "Twelve Communist Party Leaders" which are currently 
on trial In the United States District Court for the Southern Distric&r 
of New » York. CESTARO further stated that he identified the picture ©£*• 

HJ GENE/ DENNIS as the person his wife had seen entering and leaving Ijto 
ZELNICK'S apartment a short time before his arrest by the FBI. He 
further advised inspector CLYDE that he Intended to send, this newspaper 
clipping anonymously to MIRIAM ZELNICK, with a message attached or onJtV 
clipping stating that she, meaning Mrs. ZELNICK, would be next. 




CESTARO failed to identify the pictures of JUDOTCOPLON, 
VALENTINE A..J.GUBITCHEV or LIDIA'N.S^ UBIC HEVA as anyone he had observed 
entering or leaving the ZELNIC & apartment . 

It is to be noted that there are several variances, particularly^ 
the basic facts which were presented to the Buffalo Office' by Inspector 
CLYDE and the Information furnished by CESTARO.

CESTARO further stated that the ZELNICK'S apartment is currently 
occupied by ABEL A. ZELNICK, MIRIAM'S husband, MIRIAM ZELNICK and their 
two small children. He also advised .that: this apartment had been jointly 
occupied in the past by 'TS ADOBE and JENNIE HALPERN, the father and mother 
of MIRIAM ZELNICK and the ABEL A. ZELNICKS, and for short intervials by 
MORTON HALPERN, also known; as Nannie, Morten, Manny and Mendle Halpern, 
and by HYMAN HALPERN, also known as Herman and Hy Halpern, brothers of 
MIRIAM ZELNICK. *

CESTARO stated that he believes that each of these individuals 
are Communist -Party members. In this connection, CESTARO .furnished con- 
siderable information concerning their Communist activities. This infor- 
mation is being reported separately, as each have Security Matter-C case 
file in the New York Office. 

Mrs. ALEX CESTARO, Apartment .No. 2, 3317 Rochambeau Avenue, 
Bronx, New York, advised that she had observed EUGENE DENNIS enter and 
.leave the ZELNICKS' apartment a short time before his arrest. She 
identified DENNIS from the newspaper clipping previously mentioned in 
this letter. DENNIS, according to Mrs. CESTARO, spoke to a group of 
Communists while at the ZELNICKS and she believed that this group was 
made up entirely of women. 

Mrs. CESTARO, her sons, RICHARD, ALEX Junior, and PATRICK 
CESTARO could not identify either the photographs of JUDITH COPLON, 
VALENTINE A. GUBITCHEV or that of LIDIA N. GUBITCHSV as Identical with 
anyone observed entering or leaving the ZELNICKS' apartment. Mrs. CESTARO 
and her three sons furnished information, concerning the ZELNICKS* and the 
HALPERNS' Communist Party activities. This information is being reported 
separately, as that of Mr. CESTARO.

agent whom 1 1)011070 was Robert McCaslin, I recall that a great amount of 
investigation was conducted in an unsuccessful attempt to identify this un- 
known woman. 


r, I do not distinctly recall the exact physical description of the 
unknoTm woman. However, it appears to me that there is a possibility that 
she is identical with Judith Copies:, I believe that Judith Coplon has 
approximately tee sane physical description with a possible descrepancy in 
the age. 


"I would like to suggest that the New York Field Office compare 
.the physical descriptions of these two women In the went the Bureau is 
still desirious of identifying the unknown woman involved in tho ALTO case, " 

.Former Special Agent Srwin»s suggestion that Judith Coplon might 
be identical with the unknown woman who met Ruth Jilson on September 16, 
1943 is highly unlikely, Judith Coplon was not recruited into Soviet 
intelligence operations until the Fall of 1944,

persons were Judith Coplon and her attorney, Archibald Palmer. 

A check was made and it was ascertained that Room 5119 is the 
Public Information Office of the Department, part of the suite of offices 
being occupied by Dean Schedler. 

At 1:20 p.»«, Mr. William E. Foley of the Department called me 
and stated that he had heard a rumor that Coplon and her attorney had been 
in the building. I told him we had heard something along the same line 
and we also understood they were going to Dean Schedler 1 s office. Mr. Foley 
stated he would check and call me back. He came to my office at 1:50 p.m. and 
furnished me copies of press releases made by the Department on March 5 and 6, 
1949, which were the releases, made subsequent to the arrest of Coplon and 
Gubitchev. He stated these releases are what Palmer wanted to obtain. He 
was furnished copies. Mr. Foley asked that I furnish copies of the same 
releases to Mr. Whearty in the Court Room so that he would be aware of what 
Palmer had obtained from the Department.

offense against the United States pertaining to the removal of Government 
records and to defraud the United States of the faithful and impartial,

The Attorney General said: The FBI investigation, Under the direc- 
tion of J. Edgar Hoover, culminating in the arrests, was originally 


initiated as a part of the Federal Employee Loyalty Program; an extensive 
‘investigation was initiated. The resulting investigation disclosed 
clandestine meetings between Miss Coplon and Gubitchev. Gubitchev is 
described as the Third Secretary of the USSR Secretariat of the United 
Nations assigned to the Manhattan Office of the United Nations. Continued 
investigation disclosed that Miss Coplon's activities on March 4, 1949 
paralleled her activities prior to other meetings with Gubitchev and, 
accordingly, her activities were closely scrutinized from the moment she 
departed from Washington at 1;00 P t M, on Friday, en route to New York City. 

Director J. Edgar Hoover stated that FBI agents observed extreme 
caution on the part of Miss Coplcn from the moment she arrived in New York 
City until her contact with the Russian U.N. employee. From 7:23 P.M., when 
both appeared at the appointed meeting place at 193 rd Street and Broadway, 
until after 9:00 P,M., both of these individuals avoided direct contact while 
they employed the numerous techniques used to detect surveillance. They

. Miss Coplon had concealed in her purse a flat package containing 
typewritten summaries of information abstracted' from confidential docu- 
ments involving security data and restricted Information. 

The Attorney General, immediately upon being informed by the FBI 
of Mi33 Coplon’s suspected affiliations, insured .against the misuse of 
restricted information coming into the possession of the Department. 

As the investigation progressed the Attorney General, department 
officials, Director J, Edgar Hoover of the FBI, and State Department 
officials closely cooperated in bringing the case to a conclusion. Since 
Gubitchev was ■ an employee of the United nations Secretariat, the -matter ■ 
is being discussed between State Department officials and officials of " 
the Secretariat. 



Attorney General Tom C. Clark announced today that necessary legal 
action against Miss Judith Coplon and Valentine Gubitchev was moving

Dear Mr. Hoover: 

I hope you 'will not allow an unscrupulous defense attorney 
get away* with a legal/lrick in the case of JudltEr Coplon ♦ The 
storv about marry infc/Gubitchev, the Soviet Government plant in 
the 0. N. for espionage purposes is a lie, and here are my reasons 
for thinking that way: 


1. No Soviet citizen sent here by the Soviet government (and none* 
others can come here under normal circumstances) would dare even 
dream of marrying an American woman and expect to return to the 
Soviet Union and remain at liberty. This is particularly true in 
the case of a men who had been with the* Foreign Office and was 
apparently planted into the U. N. for espionage work. Judith is not 
so stupid as to not be aware of such condition. Even if she were 
the most ardent American' communist, no Soviet official would marry 
her. That would place him immediately in the ranks of "spies" for 
foreign powers, as the MVD terms it. 

2. Defense counsel's claim that Miss Coplon's 
March 29th "followed by a period of mourning in accordance with 
the deponent's (Miss Copolon's) faith" betrays his claim that -her 
relations with Gubitchev was social and she intended marrying him. 
Orthodox Jews have a seven-day mourning period after the death of 
a family member. That would make her an orthodox Jewess. Such 

a person would not marry a gentile even if he were second to God 
himself. Therefore, defense counsel is lying from beginning to end.

Mr, Palmer requested Judge Al- 
bert L. Reeves to ask the prospec- 
tive jurors if. they had any pre Ju 
dice against a divorced person or 
one seeking -divorce. The defense 
lawyer said he knew this wouldlbe 
a "lertinent” question during, [he 
trial. Mr. Palmer then commented 
that Soviet Russia did not alg>w 
Russian wives of -foreigners to 
leave that country. Immediately 
afterward, through Judge Reeves, 
the Jurors were asked if they 
would entertain a prejudice against 
an American marrying a foreigner. 

Miss Coplon Bows Her Head 

Miss Coplon, small, slight, -and 
dressed in black, bowed her head 
during these questions. During a 
court reqess, reporters flstly asked 
Mr. Palmer if he meant that the 
defendant wanted to marry Gubi- 
tchev. The lawyer told them to 
draw their own conclusions, but he 
would not sue them for libel. 

Gubitchev is married and has 
two children. At the time of his 
arrest, it was said he was living in 
Manhattan.

Mr. Whearty and Mr. Kelley now, on cross-examination of Special ' 

Agent Wilson so far as this particular direct examination is concerned, desire 
to ask questions of Special Agent Wilson which will relate to transcripts of 
conferences held with Gubitchev when he was confined in default of bond. 

These conferences were always attended by Mr. Donegan and one or more repre- 
sentatives of the Soviet Babas sy, and a State Department representative. 

In these transcripts there is conversation in which the Soviet fs* 
Embassy repres entatiye^gnY^ed to Gubitchev the good wishes of his wife, 1 
and in one instance/KL§ wife stated that she did not come to the jail becaus<CC 
she did not want to remember her husband as having been in jail. Also one mmi 
of the Soviet representatives on one occasion delivered a letter to GubitchevT 
from his wife. This letter is set out verbatim in the transcript and is 
replete with endearments. 


Mr. Kelley proposes to ask Special Agent Wilson if he has read ary 
such transcripts. Special Agent Wilson has and so he will answer yes. Then, 
Mr. Kelley will, for example, ask a question, "And did you read the letter 
from Mrs. Gubitchev to her husband which reads as follows*......" and then he 

will read off the entire letter. Even though there is an objection to the 
question, the effect desired by Kelley is achieved. Kelley’s strategy is 
merely an adaptation of Palmer's minute to minute tactics. . 

The only problem presented from the Bureau's standpoint is 
Mr. Donegan furnished the transcripts on a confidential basis; ‘ It is 
why he stated, they were furnished on a confidential basis. I phoned v™* 
and he is checking with Mr. Donegan to see if there is any objection 
and Mr. Whearty asking such questions of Special Agent Wilson, which re 
questions designed to have him say yes he has read such transcripts.

Mr. Peyton Ford advised ne that he had received a memorandum from the 
State Department which he exhibited to ne. This memorandum states 'Mfcat it would 
be proper to cause the arrest of the Soviet agent^ubitcheV at an appropriate 
tine to see if he had been furnished documentary material by the subject, Coplon. 

I did not have the possession of this State Department memorandum long enough to 
digest it into my mind, but I noted that the State Department indicated that the 
Department of Justice might desire to leave this subject, Gubitchey, alone, with 
the thought in mind that he night prove tp be more important with relation to 
some unidentified matter. Mr. Ford stated that he could not deal with such abstract 
matters, particularly having in mind the facts of this case. He stated that he 
had discussed the memorandum with the Attorney General who had instructed ’’proceed”. 
Ho stated that Attorney General also indicated that if Gubitcheb' was arrested 
they would release him Then they got around to it, rather than immediately upon 
verification of his United Nations credentials . 


Mr. Ray TUhearty of the Criminal Division came in at the request of Mr.)^*^. 
Ford' and 1 he submitted a memorandum to Mr. Ford which I did not see but wnich 
evidently set forth the legal opinion that for a successful prosecution of espionage 
it will be necessary that Coplon furnish to Gubitcheb information relating to 
the national defense, and it was indicated that this information must be of 
restricted character rather than that vhich could, be obtained from public sources. 
After Mr. Ford read this legal opinion, he returned to, me the memorandum of 
March 1, entitled, ”Amtorg Trading Corporation”, and requested that there be added 
a paragraph to it which would contain information relating to the national defense. 

I told him that normally such information cam from Army sources without identifying 
such sources but I would see what I could do to get the type of information into 
the memorandum that he desired. Peyton Ford stated that he 7 would like to have the 
memorandum tomorrow morning. He also advised me that a memorandum would be prepared 
instructing what the Bureau should do 'about the arrest of Coplon. and Gubitcheb

He 
said he reconsidered the railing in view of the revelations at New York con- 
cerning JUDITH COPLCN and felt safer than had it passed through office adminis- 
trative channels. This informant then revealed the belief that JUDITH COPLCN 
was an employee of or in the sane Government unit as this Bureau. 

The former position of JUDITE^OTLON was explained to his now satis- 
faction and he said he had not known much about Federal Government Bureaus and 
Departments and assumed from newspaper accounts of the trial that JUDITH COPLCN 
of the Department of Justice was accordingly in the same unit as this Bureau.

Judge Reeves also asked Agent 
Zoeller that if he had these notes available in Washington, to bring them 
to court this afternoon. Agent Zoeller will comply, ’with the Judge’s 
instruction in this regard and have the notes -available in court.

BACKGROUND 

' You will recall that Mr. Kelley of the Department had indicated on m 7/fj J • 

13, 1 9h9 f that he desired to introduce pages 7h, 75, 76, 77, and a portion of ^ V ' 
page 78 of the report of Special Agent T. Scott Miller dated March 8, 19h9, at 
New York covering the data obtained through the interrogation of Judith Coplon 
subsequent to her arrest March h, 19 U9. Mr. Kelley* s purpose was to counteract 
any effect on the Jury which had been brought about by the Defense Attorney 
Palmer developing the fact that the notes taken by Bureau Agents containing 
strictly biographical data concerning Coplon had -been destroyed. 

As you will recall Kelley's intention was made known to you and at your 
instructions Messrs. Kelley and TiThearty as well as Mr. Peyton Ford and George 
Kneipp of the Criminal Division were told that the Bureau was strongly opposed 
to the production of any portion of reports made available to the Department in 
this case. 

On the morning of May 18, 19h9, while Special Agent T. Scott Miller was 
on the stand the Government Attorneys introduced ■* the interrogation log on Judith 
Coplon and the four and. a fraction pages from Special Agent Miller's above- 
mentioned report in photostatic form. 

Defense Attorney Palmer who had been demanding this material up to that 
time objected to its being introduced in evidence before he had an opportunity 
to peruse It and with the consent of the Court took the interrogation log and the 
photostats of the report pages during the Court's noon recess. He returned the 
items to the Court when it convened in the afternoon and announced he had no 
objection as to Its admission in evidence. Thereupon the Government placed the 
afore-mentioned items in evidence.

I am a former Special Agent having left the Bureau In 


November of 1945. While assigned to the New York Field Office 
the ALTO case. New York file 100-31551, was assigned to me. 

1 I have been reading the newspapers for the past two or 
three days concerning the arrest of Judith Coplon at New York 
City by Special Agents. I recall that on September 16, 1943 
a secret writing communication was transferred by a suspect 
to an unknown woman on Amsterdam Avenue in New York City which 
unknown woman succeeded in eluding the surveillance and later 
disappeared In the subway beneath the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Station. As I recall this unknown woman was observed by Special 
Agent Chester Airhart and another agent whom I believe was 
Robert McCaslin. I recall that a great amount of Investigation 
was conducted In an unsuccessful attempt to Identify this un- 
known woman. 






I do not distinctly recall the exact physical description 
«]of the unknown woman. However, it appears to me that there is 
la possibility that she is identical with Judith Coplon. I 
[believe that J udi thvCoplon has approximately the same physical 
Description with a possible descrepancy in the age. 

I would like to suggest that the New York Field Office

In Nay of 1946, the records of the Antitrust Division ef 
the *U, S, Department of Justice, New York City, reflected, that JUDITH COPLON 
had been employed as an Expert by the, Economic Warfare Unit of ■ that division 
of the Department in New York City from July 1, 1943, to January 16, 1945* 
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Miss JEAN WAllCKI*of the Antitrust Division, U. S, Depart- 
ment of Justice, New York City, advised, in May of 1946 that while Mss COPION* S 
services had been satisfactory, .she, Mss 'WAIICK1, believed Mss COPION to 
have “left-wing views and ; sympathies” but Mss WAIICKI was unable to be more 
specific in this regard* 

Confidential Informant T-2 advised in My of 1946 that he 
had known Mss COPION fairly intimately from about 1943 to 1945,* He 'stated 
he had observed her activities quite closely and was in a position to know 
her views* He advised that Mss C0PI01? was definitely a Russian sympathizer 
and that he had observed from the time he first knew her that her convictions, 
particularly along economic and political lines, followed the Russian line. 

He Said that Miss. COPION was outspokenly a supporter -of the second front 
during the past war and in other matters followed the Communist line. He 
said that in her economic views JUDllH CQPLQNwas far to the left, although 
so far as he knew she was not a Communist and* also, to the best of his 
knowledge, did not belong to any political organizations. 

Confidential Informant 1-3 on. August' 24, 1944> advised 
that he had observed among the files of theNBerman-American Anti-Nazi Students 
Committee a list of individuals entitled; ^Contacts, Established at Jlashingten 
Conference", Among the individuals listed was. JUDITH; COPION, whose address 
was given- as Students Mail, Barnard College > New fork City* fe*3 was unable 
to describe the purpose of the Washington Conference other than that be 
believed that the^AANSC had sent a number of delegates to the conference of 
the International Students Service of the International Student Assembly held 
at “Washington, D.O,, in 1942* 

Confidential Informant 1-3 further advised that the GAANSC 
was organized in New York City on or about June 4; 1942. Its purpose' was 
listed by the organization as being to win the war against Fascism, to fight 
Fascism, to extend the four freedoms, and to expose and fight discrimination 
against students and teachers of enemy nationalities. It should be pointed 
out that Confidential Informant 1-3 also exhibited a list of the members of. 
this organization but the name of JUDITH COPION was pot on that list. 

Confidential Informants 1-3 and 1-4 advised- that the GAANSC 
was organized, by the^German-American Emergency Conference, a reported Communist 
front organization, ^

and reflected that the leaders of forty New York and National Youth Organisa-

Attention is called to the fact that JUDITH COPLON, graduated, 
from Barnard College in June of 1943* 

By letter dated January 4, 1949, the Bureau advised: that 
the Albany office had ascertained in 1943 that JUDITH COPLON, during the time 
she attended Barnard College in New York City, was on the Editorial Board of 
the school publication, the '“Barnard Bulletin". Miss COPION is said to hjaye 
written several articles for this publication, and that one of Tier articles)* 
wherein she criticized the college for being too conservative, caused some 
comment among the faculty of the college* 

it was ascertained from, the Riggs National Bank, 'Washington, 
D.C., UpPont Branch, that in July,, 1944* one of the cancelled checks, charged 
to the account of the Soviet Government Purchasing Commission was made out to' 

J .-COPLAN. It is not known whether the payee of this' check could be identical 
with, JUDITH CQPLON..

On January 14, 1949, the Washington Held Division 
telephonicaliy advised this office tljat JUDITH COPLON was enroute, to New 
York City and that it was being requested that the New York office plape her- 
on physical, surveillance upon her -arrival. She was under surveillance, on 
the train by Agents of the Washington Field Division*

At 4:50 P.M., Train No, 176 of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
arrived at Pennsylvania station, New Xork City* JUDITH COPLON -was observed 
to get, off Coach No, 3911 of that, train at which time the surveillance, was 
taken over from the Washington Field Agents, COPLON was, observed to be 
carrying a medium-size,, light tan overnight bag of the fiber, airplane type 
variety. She proceeded immediately to the ladies rest room, on the main leypl 
of Penn Station, arriving there at 4:57 P.M, She left at 5:40 P.M.

COPLON then, walked north, on St. Nicholas Avenue to 
Wadsworth Avenue* turned left and followed 'Cads worth Avenue -around in a 
curve to the intersection of 192hd Street, and' then easp on 192nd Street 
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back to Sb.i Nicholas Avenue, thereby circling the irregular-shaped block 
between these two streets,. She then walked south on St. Nicholas Avenue, 
to Vest ]B8th Street where she crossed the avenue and entered the drug store 
on the northeast corner of that intersection. After apparently only making 
a purchase or a quick telephone call, she left the store, Walked west on 
188th.

COPION waited approximately ten minutes at the intersection 
of 193rd Road and Broadway in a dark corner, Whereupon an unidentified man* 
described hereinafter, came up from the south on Broadway and after a brief 
greeting they walked together in a northerly direction along Broadway* They 
turned on Nagle Avenue and walked to Dyckman Street and then left, or west, 
on Dyckman Street*, COPION and the unidentified man entered the Deluxe 
Restaurant, an Italian food restaurant, at, 143- Dyckman Street at 7:25 P.M* 

It should be pbirtted out that COPION met this man, at 7:12 P.Jf*, 
and during the thirteen minutes if took them to walk to the restaurant,, thi 
surveilling Agents alternated going one block ahead of the surveillance -and

They boarded a downtown express train and sat together 
conversing until the train reached the 125th Street stop* Just before the 
doors closed, the man hurriedly left COIj’LON on the A train, crossed the 
platform and boarded, a downtown local train, at. which point the surveillance 
of COFLON was discontinued* The man rode to 116th Street where he got off 
the subway, went up to the street level, which is in the Harlem, section of 
New York, and engaged a taxi between 115th and 114th Streets, The taxi turned 
west on 114th Street and proceeded to 116th Street and Broadway where the

dealing -with xhe national defense), carried under the title of the 
Aratorg Trading Corporation, had been made available to Coplon. I 
explained to Mr. Belmont that a deliberate error had been made in the 
communication in attaching an extra onionskin copy which subject 
, Coplon could remove, and xhe' fact xhat it -was missing -would not 
mean anything because actually only the original and one onionskin 
copy should be in the possession of the Department. I told him 
that we would try to ascertain as quickly as we could this evening 
vh ether or not she had taken this document or a copy thereof and 
would advise the New York Office. 

Mr. Belmont stated that they would go over the instructions 
of the Bureau and the memorandum of the Attorney General and if 
there were any additional questions ne would call for further in- 
struction and advice.

This is to record that at the time Mr. Peyton Ford de- 
livered the memorandum of the .Attorney General dated March 3, 1949* 
outlining the instructions to be followed in this matter, Mr. Ford 
advised us that with reference to the last paragraph if was necessary 
to include it because of statements appearing in the memorandum 
received by the Attorney General from the State Department} that 
if there is anything objectionable in it from the standpoint of the 
Bureau, it could be straightened out with him. With reference to 
this last paragraph the following language appears: “If you are 

of the opinion that the national interest will be better served 
by continuing observation for a further period to determine whether 
espionage of a more serious character is involved, do hot hesitate 
to so advise the Department. “J With reference to this statement 
it ‘is believed that" if the circumstances warrant it, this matter

“Should you be of the opinion that the case should- hot be brought to 
an issue at this time, I should like to have yqur views as to whether

This request 
for an opinion can be better answered after the developments in this 
case over the week-end become known. It is believed that if no positive 
action takes place this week-end, tne Department should be advised 
that the question of whether or not subject Coplon continues in the 
employment of the Department is one which should be determined by the 
Department.

They should also be examined to determine the 
make, typewriter or typewriters used, and the typewriting should be 
compared- with any typewriter which may have been used by COPLON either 
at the Department of Justice or ,in her home* It is requested further 
that the handwriting appearing on these documents be compared with the 
handwriting of JUDITH COPLON, samples of which undoubtedly can be 
obtained from the Department of Justice by whom she is employed. In 
the event it is ascertained that any of these documents were typed 
or written by anyone other than JUDITH COPLON, immediate steps should 
be taken to ascertain the authors.

He advised the judge that he did not know the law 
whereupon the Judge set a hearing, <5n Gubitchev for March 16 with the proviso 
that if he secured counsel and counsel wishes to waive examination prior to 
that date he could do so. ^ 

At the suggestion of Mr. Y/hearty of the Department, the Judge 
ordered that Gubitchev could write to the court direct from, prison without 
censorship regarding the possibility of the court appointing, counsel for - 
him but that otherwise his mail would-be handled' the same as any other 
prisoner's mail. -

Pursuant to your instructions, Mr. Whitson phoned Field 
Supervisor Delavigne at the Washington Field Office and inquired if the 
Field Office records indicated that Lou 'Russell, investigator for the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities, had ever furnished to /the Bureau 
or to the Washington Field Office a letter or affidavit "by StephSil^amchur 
concerning pro -Russian activities in the Foreign Agents Registration Section 
of the Department. 

At 1:40 P.M., Delavigne phoned and advised that Russell had called 
Special Agent Nixon, on a highly confidential basis on a related matter and had 
advised that he, Russell, had never given to the Bureau or the Washington Field 
Office a copy of Mamchur’s testimony.

Russell stated to Nixon that he vas furnishing the following informa- 
tion in a highly* confidential manner and requested assurance that no embarrass- 
ment would come to him 'as , a result of his disclosures . Russell wanted this 
solely for the Bureau’s information. 

•1-. Congressman Wood will., release a statement to the press this 
afternoon that the; Committee received in 1946 information regarding pro-Russian 
.activity in the 'Foreign Agents Registration Section of the Department. Among 
those mentioned was Judith Cfoplon; The informant of the Committee who furnished 
her’ name was a former employee of the Department of Justice. Wood’s statement 
vill point out there should be closer' cooperation between the Committee and the 
Department, and it is Russell’s, understanding that there will be no attempt to 
assess any. blame . 

2. According to Russell, Mamchur is the individual who furnished 
the information to the House Committee and' it is ,his recollection that prior 
to September 20, 1946,. the Committee released an Executive Hearing Report 
which Included Mamchur ?s information and named in the Department as pro-Russian, 
among others, Judith Coplon and Natha^Eliff, an, attorney. 

Russell advised that a newspaper man, identity unknown to Russell^, 
is supposed to know that the informant of the Comm^^a.in 1946 is now at Wayne 
University in Michigan, but does not iknow the informant w9name .

3. Russell advised that in September of 19^6 he delivered to 
Mr. Caudle at the Department a letter from the Committee listing namee of 
organizations and individuals appearing in the Committee !s files and con- 
taining a request that the Departmental files relating to such persons he 
available for, inspection by the Committee Investigator. It is Russell’s, 
recollection that included in this .list of names were those of Nathan Eliff 
and Judith Coplon. Caudle referred Russell to Nathan Eliff who was not 
cooperative and Russell did not obtain access to the Departmental files . 

Again on September 20, 1 946, Russell delivered to the Department a 
letter ^ from the House Committee oh Un-American Activities over the signature 
of John Carrington, then Clerk of the, Committee, which letter referred to the 
previous letter which asked access to the files and furnished the list of 
organizations and individuals. This letter stated that the Committee Investi- 
gator had contacted Eliff who had advised that he would contact Attorney General 
Clark! on the latter’s return to Washington, but that no action had been taken 
by the Department .

You vd.ll recall that Mr. Peyton Ford of the Department 

indicated to you that Mr. Louis Nemzer_in all probability was the 
individual formerly employed by the Department who furnished certain 
information to' the House Committee on Un-American Activities concerning 
the administration of the Foreign Agents Registration Section of the 
Department. Mr. Ford’s comment apparently resulted from the news 
article quoting Congressman Nixon as stating that in I 946 the , HCUA 
had furnished to the Department information indicating pro-Soviet 
sentiments in the Foreign Agents Registration Section, and naming 
Judith Coplon as one of the persons having such sentiments! 


Nemzer was located and interviewed at Worthington, Ohio . 

He indicated that in all probability the individual who furnished 
information of this type to the HCUA, was Stephen W^VNamchur, -who, he 
stated, was formerly employed in the Foreign Agerits A Regist'ration 
Section and is now Professor of Sociology at Wayne University, 
Detroit, Michigan. 

DEVELOPMENTS 


SAC O’Connor ot Detroit called at 12:25 P„M. today and 
stated that pursuant to a request received from the "Washington 
Field Office, Stephen W. Namchur was presently being interviewed 
by the Detroit 'Office. Mr. O’Connor stated 1 that ihe Trashing ton 
Field Office asked that a summary of the results of this interview 
be furnished to Mr. Ladd by noon. Hr. O’Connor stated that ihe 
interview with Namchur is still continuing and he will be unable 
to comply with the YJFO request.

The loyalty investigation conducted on Louis Nemzor disclosed that 
he is able to speak Russian fluently and is also able to road that language, 

Hemzer worked on Russian material while employed by the United States- Department 
of Justice. The loyalty investigation failed to prove that Hemzer is a Communist. 
Howovor, he was seen in the company of individuals who are, or wore, employed by 
the United States Government and who were suspected of possessing Communist 
sympathies and connections . Those individuals are: 

Jessie Rubin, formerly employed by the Antorg Trading, Corporation, the 
Soviet Purchasing Commission and the Moscow Daily Hows . On March 3, 1947, Louis 
Nemzer was obsorved in tho company of Rubin, 

Dr. Arthur I. Saul, who had frequent luncheon engagements with persons 
attached to the Soviet Embassy in Washington, D* C. and who had associated with 
individuals suspected of being Soviet Agents, .and whoso brother, Joseph Saul, 
has been reported as being a member of the Communist Party* 

Ernest Ci Hopes, Chief of the Russian Unit of the United States 
Department of Commerce, who has a background of education and residenco in 
Russia and who was described by Larry Todd of Tass Hews Agency as a very good 
friend of the Soviet Union in April* 1946* Ropes has participated in the 
activities of the American-Russian Institute and the National Council of American- 
Soviet Friendship. Ropes is alleged to have at one tine mad© the statement that 
Russia has direct democracy which is far superior to that of the United States; 

P. D, Carter of tho Federal Communications Commission. Carter’s wife is 
Betty Payson Carter, who in April* 1947 > was employed as an English teacher in 
the Soviot Embassy in Washington. While she was in How York in 1943, teaching 
in tho public schools of that city, she wad frequently observed in contact with 
suspected Soviot agont3. 

Rcnry Ware , United States Department of Commerce, who is a close contact 
of Shura Lords (subject of an Internal Security caso) and of Polla Habicht in a 
similar category, and of Jack Milada Marsalka, a suspected Soviet Agent in Washington. 
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Ware taught at the Commonwealth College, Mena, Arkansas , in 1938. This college 
is reputed to have beon 'a Communist school. Ware spent 5 years in Russia where 
he pursued his studjr of economics. His wife, Alice, was known in April, 194 ?, 
to be a member of the following organizations;

attendance at this meeting is not known.- This reliable source stated that he did 
not attach any particular significance to the remark made by either Louie; Nomzor 
or his wife, inasmuch as he know that, at that time, Nomzor was making a study of 
Communist and Russian propaganda.

In response to ,my request as to the reliability of the 
source, he said that he considered it highly reliable and, in fact, 
volunteered that it was a member of Congress. He said he was 
passing this information on to the Bureau for its information and 
whatever attention it merited.

K-Gubitchev at 9:36 P. M* on March 4, 1949 at 15th Street and 3rd A venue in 


.7 NevTTorV' City. The apprehension had been authorized by Mr. Peyton Ford at 
9:35 P. M. on March 4, 1949 after he had consulted -with the Attorney General. 
Both Inspector Fletcher and myself had conferred with him prior to this keeping 
him advised of the developments in this matter -as they occurred. 


Following the apprehension of Coplon and Gubitchev they were taken to 
the New York Office where they -were searched. The physical search of Miss Coplon 
was carried out by female employees of the New York Office. Coplon had in her 
purse a small flat package resembling a wrapped up pair of hose.. This package 
was found to contain 34 data sheets which v/ere abstracts taken from FBI reports 
of a Communist and espionage nature. These data sheets are official records of 
the Foreign Agents Registration Section. They relate- to current investigations 
being conducted by us. Photostatic copies of them are attached as exhibits to the 
| Attorney General’s memorandum and to this memorandum. The typing appearing on 

i these data sheets' has been identified by the FBI Laboratory with two typewriters 

t used in "the Foreign Agents Registration Section and with a portable typewriter 

! which was obtained by a search warrant from Coplon’ s residence. 


In addition there was in this package a handwritten note -containing the 
information which we had sent to Mr, Peyton Ford in a memorandum dated March 3, 
1949. This memorandum related to the Amtorg Trading Corporation and contained in- 
formation of a deceptive nature indicating that we were using an attorney at Amtorg 
by the name of .Isadore G. Needleman as an informant. The memorandum also contained 
information concerning geophones which are used in making tests relative to the 



/Atomic bomb. This information was obtained and cleared by the Atomic Energy 
Commission for this purpose. It was supplied in the memorandum which came into the 
^ possession of Coplon in an effort to insure that the information being transmitted 
k by her would com^ within the purview of the espionage statute as relating to theA/ 
Nationa^Defense. There was also contained in the package a three and one hal£*>j.« 
page,* typewritten memorandum which dealt mainly with biographical data concerning 
(f^quaintances of Coplon. She was apparently submitting this material in order to 
0 ** acquaint Soviet Intelligence with persons who might be- recruited as Soviet Agents. 
This memorandum also contained the following quoted paragraph.

In connection with the data .sheets which she had in her possession and 
which are official records of the F orei 6 n Agents Registration Section it can be 
assumed that Coplon has been furnishing information of this character over a 
period of years and has therefore furnished information relative to many im- 
portant Bureau investigations. Instructions have been issued to the Washington 
Field Office to have an immediate inventory made of these data sheets to determine 
the extent of the information which Coplon may have passed particularly relating 
to important Soviet espionage investigations. The New York: Office and the 
\ Washington Field Office are instituting immediate interviews with persons whom 
1 we know to be closely associated with Coplon. A number of these interviews 
1 have already been conducted by Agents of the Washington Field Office. 

You will be advised of any pertinent information which is developed 
through these interviews and other investigation of this matter being conducted.

Coplon thon walked 
north on St. Nicholas Avenue to Radsworth Avenue, turned loft and followed 
Cadsworth Avenue around in a curve to tho Intersection of 192nd Street and 
then east on 192nd Street back to St. Nicholas Avenue, thereby circling tho 
irregularly shaped block between those - two streets. She then walked south on 
St. Nicholas Avenue to T?cst 188th Street,- where she crossed the avenue and 
entered tho drug store on tho northeast corner of that (intersection.

Avenue* tawing north and walking up Seventh, Avenue to 37th. Street* she then 
retraced her stops to a bar At 491. Seventh Avonuo . She onto red. fee barand 
rcaained there tun riinutes* She then left the bar aid walked north, on seventh 
Avenue to 42nd Street and proceeded wont on 42nd street to Eighth Avenue* At 
6:10 p.M. she boarded An Eighth Avenue; subaay train, northbound.- At 6:35 P.U. ‘ 
she loft the train at 181st Strep t in Rarhattan, aihoraupon she proceeded a 
short distance with Other poisons leaving the station and, theh doublhd bapk And 
walked over to a deserted portion of the station platfora to another exit* At 
this point the survcillanco was nocossarily discontinued temporarily. 

The surveillance wag again ^instituted at approximately 6:48 P.]i. 
with Judith Coplon walking north on Broadway at lS7th street. She continued 
north to 193rd Street where phe stepped on the southeast comer Pf 193rd Street 
and Broadway , arriving them at '7:00 p.li. She remained in this vicinity walking 
in a linited .area until 7:28 p.li, when she started walking south on Broadways 

Valentine A* CSubitchev was observed leaving, the United nations Off icP 
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at 405 Kast 42nd Street, New York City at 4i50 P,y, accompanied by an unidenifiad 
van* At 5*05 P.H. It was necessary to drop the survelllmoe of him doe to the 
faet that lie was checking to determine If he were being surveilled, making it 
is^poasible to follow him with discretion in the rush hour crowds* At 7s23 P.U, 
Gchltohev was observed coming out of the subway exit at 191st Street and Broadway* 
He proceeded to 193rd street and Broadway to a drug store on the northeast comer* 

At this time which was at 7t25 P*M. Coplon was in a cigar store on the 
southeast comer of the suae Intersection* At 7|27 P,y, Oubitohev oanie out of the 
drug store and walked down Broadway to 192ad Street where he remained at a bus 
step allowing several buses to go by* At 7*29 P.M* Coplon left the cigar store 
end walked south on the east side of Broadway while Oubitohev remained at 192nd 
Street on the west side of Broadway* At 7*45 P.M* Oubitohev took a southbound bus 
and immediately dropped off at 189th Street and walked south on the west side of 
Broadway* Meanwhile Coplon started walking north on Broadway* At 7*51 P.M. they 
vet between 188th and 187th street#* She continued walking peat hi*. Be stopped, 
but she brushed past and threw her head bask toward him over her shoulder* 

Oubitohev waited a minute or two and than pro ce e d e d after her walking north. He 
overtook her juat south of 190th Street* They walked together for about four 
ataps and then drew apart* she slowed her steps and went to the inside of the 
sidewalk, while he walked more rapidly next to the curb* He proceeded north to 
Broadway to Nagle Avenue where he is believed to have caught a northbound bus on 
Broadway at which tins the surveillance of him was no longer possible. 

Coplon in tiie meantime turned left at I9$bb Street for a block and then 
doubled back to Broadway and took the IBT subway tunnel to the 191sb street and 
St* Nicholas Avenue stop* Here eh* boarded a southbound IKT subway train which 
she left at 42nd Street and seventh Avenue. She proceeded to the street whore 
she stood on the northwest corner of seventh Avenue and 42nd Street* she stood 
there about three minutes and then walked one block north cm Seventh Avenue and 
doubled bash and took her original position on 42nd Street* About tan minutes 
later, at iqjproxinately 8*40 P.M. she started west on 42nd Street towards Ninth 
Avenue and at this point Oubitohev was observed following her, apparently checking 
to see if she were being eurvwilled* He remained behind her until they reached 
Ninth Avenue when he passed her and ran for a southbound bus on Ninth Avenue and 
she followed him running, boarding the same bus* 

Through the bus number obtained by the survwilling agents it was possible 
to pick up the surveillance at 22nd Street and Ninth Avenue, the bus going south* 
At 14th Street both Coplon and Oubitohev left the bus end walked east on 14th 
Street frequently looking behind them* At Eighth Avenue they entered the BMT 
subway General* line and were the first persons to enter the empty train* The 
Tol %reiB remained in the station for about tan minutes* They occupied two 

seats facing in different directions and when the subway train reached 
fin rd Avenue stop thsyieft tlie subway hurriedly Just before the doors shut* 
''mrvsi llance was again discontinued through ceeesslty* 
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At 9:34 P M Coplon and Gubitchev were again located at Fifteenth 
Street and Third Avenue still checking for a possible surveillance,. At 9:35 m 
following a conference between Assistant Director D. M. Ladd and Mr. Peyton, 

Fordj authorization was* telephpriically given to the New York Office to apprehend 
the two persons. At 9:36 PH they were apprehended and immediately taken to the 
FBI offices, u. S. Court House, Foley Square. 

RESULTS OF SEARCH: AND INTERROGATION OF COPLON AND GUBITCHEV 

Following their arrival at the Kevr York Office of -this Bureau, 

Coplon' and Gubitchev were thoroughly searched. Two female employees of the 
FBI conducted the actual physical search of Goplon., In her purse there was 
found a small flat package resembling a wrapped pair of hose., Upon an 
examination of this- package it was found to contain numerous data sheets 
(abstracts) of FBI reports relative to Communist and intelligence information* 
These data sheets are regularly prepared in your Foreign Agents Registration 
Section, In, addition, there was a handwritten note containing the informa- 
tion appearing in the Amtorg Trading Corporation memorandum which had. been 
Addressed to Mr. Peyton Ford arid dated March 3, 1949. This package also 
contained three and one-half pages of typewriting, which set forth the background 
of individuals, known to Coplon. In this typewritten material Coplon also 
commented on her inability to secure a Bureau summary on espionage arid 
intelligence activities, although she stated she had previously glanced through 
the summary. The material described above ris found in her possession is 
attached as an exhibit to this memorandum. 

The search of Gubitchev reflected he had in his possession a 
plain white envelope containing $125 in American currency. He claimed that he 
was to use this in the 'purchase, of a stove. 

The interview of Goplon did not produce any information of 
pertinency inasmuch as she refused to answer any questions except those 
relating to her background. The interrogation of Gubitchev also failed to 
develop ariy information of substance. Re denied being with Coplon, and stated 
he had never met her previously. 

The interviews with Gubitchev and Coplon were terminated at 2:35 AM 
at the suggestion of Hr. Raymond: Rhearty, Assistant Attorney General, in. view 
of thp difficulty 'being experienced in arranging an immediate .arraignment. 

ARRAIGNMENT OF COPLON AND GUBITCHEV 

At, 4:45 AM both Coplon and Gubitchev .appeared, before Judge Rifkind 
who advised then of their rights and asked whether they were represented by- 
attorneys. As neither had an attorney the hearing was adjourned to. enable 





then to call attorneys and they ■were allowed to make telephone calls to 
attorneys. At 6:40 AM they Were again brought before Judge Rifkind. At this 
hearing Coplon was represented by Lester levin,- an attorney. Gubitchev still 
had no attorney. Judge Rifkind set bail at $10,000 for Coplon and advised that 
she would have an additional hearing at 11:00 AM to enable her to obtain a 
more experienced counsel*; N 6 bail- was set for Gubitchev and he was allowed 
until 11*00 AH to secure counsel* In lieu of bail both Coplon arid Gubitchev 
remained in the custody of the FBI. Gubitchev‘ contacted the Soviet delegation 
of the United Nations and advised of his arrest. At 8:04 AM of the same day 
Hr. Oscar Schachterj attorney for the Ulf, was admitted to talk briefly to 
Gubitchev with the. approval of Hr. Uhearty. Schachter then, called the 
Soviet Delegation pf the UN. Shortly after 8:00 AH Leonid A. Horoqov, the 
First Secretary to the Russian representatives to the UN, and his assistant, 
George Chrichkoy, appeared at the New York Office and requested, $o speak to. 
Gubitchev. They were handled by Hr. Ydiearty who declined to let them see 
Gubitchev unless it was to arrange, for ah attorney^ There was some difficulty 
reaching an understanding because these individual's claimed they did not. speak 
English. 

At 11:00- Air, March 5, 1949* Coplon and Gubitchev were taken to 
Room 318, the District Court of Judge Rifkind. Upon ascertaining that attorneys 
were not present for either of them. Judge Rifkind recessed until 11:35 AH, at 
which time Bertram j. Adams appeared, as an attorney for Coplon. No Counsel 
appeared for Gubitchev although' he advised Judge' Rifkind that he had expected 
counsel. The Government requested, $50,000 bail for Coplon and $100,000 bail 
for Gubitchev. Judge Rifkirid set bail at §20,000 for Coplon and §100,000 for 
Bubitchev, stipulating that when Gubitchev obtained counsel he could apply for a 
redaction in bail if the arguments so warranted. Coplon waived examination and 
was remanded to the custody of the United States Marshal. In the absence of 
counsel for Gubitchev the Judge held that Gubitchev would not .waive 
examination and set his hearing for March 16, 1949. Judge Rifkind advised 
that if he obtained counsel and so. desired, he could waive examination in 
advance of March 16th., 

IDENTIFICATION OF T YPE?tRI TING - AND HANDWRITING 

In connection with the exhibits which are attached, you will note, 
that there are thirty-four data sheets which are abstracts of FBI reports; These 
data sheets were numbered, initialed and dated by the .Special Agents who found 
them in the possession of .Coplon. Those data sheets are apparently official 
records of the Foreign Agents Registration Section. The 'typing appearing on 
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those data shoots has been, identified with two typewriters in the Foreign 
Agents Registration Section. It has been concluded by the FBI exar&nor that 
Iteas one through 14 end Itc a 34 wore prepared on a Royal elite typewriter 
located in IXLss Coplon's office. Items 25 through 33i which arc carbon copies, 
were prepared on a Royal elito typewriter located in Room 2216, two doors front 
Co pi on’ o office. Itepa Ko. 15 through Ro. 24 and the typewritten memorandum 
dated Rarch 3, 1949 wore .prepared On a Corona portable typewriter which was 
located in Coplon*s apartment on Rarch 5, 1949, pursuant to a search Arrant 
obtained, on Rarch 5, 1949 iron tho U, S.^strlct-Cossaissionor. 

Tho handwriting appiaxing on the notes abstracting information 
frpas. this Bureau^ Antorg ejenorandun of Rarch 3, 1949 has been identified as 
HiaS Coplon’s handwriting. 

FCT^wSiTESTIGATIO?? fcSIIB CONDUCTED 

i'o contemplate interviewing numerous persons whon wo have determined 
through investigation to. be contacts of Ccplon. Sono of these persons are 
presently employed in the Department of justice and others are fprmor employees. 
Seme of these interviews have already beep contacted and where pertinent 
you will be furnished the. results. You will bo. separately advised of tha 
developments in connection with this patter which have a diplomatic aspect.

He stated that he considers such a step highly .un- 
desirable, He eyp lained that sne undo ubtediy will be. in the presence of 
her attorney and her brother .and tr bbably newspaper reporters will 
be endeavoring to contact her. Hi. Belmont said that in his opinion 
he did not feel that Coplon would make .any contacts of any significance 
to the case. He feels that if any such contacts are to be made, tney 
probably would be handled either by her brother or some intermediary* 

Mr. Belmont added that, of course, the Bureau’s instruction in t his 
regard would be carried out, that he desired the Bureau to have the 
benefit of his observation. 

I told him that this ratter would be discussed with the ap- 
propriate Bureau officials and if a 'surveillance were deemed advisable 
or necessary, appropriate instructions 'to this effect would be" issued.

Director J. Edgar Hoover of the FBI, and State Department 
officials closely cooperated in bringing the case to a conclusion. Since

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A Departmental Applicant investigation was conducted concerning 
Elliff in 1940, as a result of a request from Mr. Mathew F. McGuire, the 
Assistant to the Attorney General. The investigation disclosed that he was 
born at Pekin, Illinois, July 20, 1905. He attended Pekin Community High 
School from September, 1919, to June, 19,23, and graduated with honors. He 
entered the. University. of Illinois;, 'September 17, 1923, transferred to the law 
school, September, 1925, and received his LL.B. Degree on June 13, 1928. 

He was admitted to the Illinois State Bar October 11, 1928, and was associated 
with "his father in the practice of law in Pekin from 1928 to 1930. For several 
^months during 1930, he was employed in the New Business Department of the 
St. Louis Union Trust Company, St. Louis, Missouri, and subsequently returned 
to Pekin and was again associated with his father in the practice of law. He 
acted as State’s Attorney of Tazewell County, Illinois, from 1932 to 1936. 

The investigation failed to disclose any derogatory information except 
that he had a Speech impediment and lacked, vigor in presenting cases in court.

ASAC Belmont, New York, callecTat 'll: 25 a.m. today and stated 
that the arraignment of Coplon and Gubitchev was begun at 10:50 a.m. 
before Judge Rifkin. Arraignments were completed about 11:20 a.m. He 
stated that Coplon had entered a plea of not guilty to all counts of the 
indictment relating to her. The Government had asked for a $50,000 bond and 
the Judge had set a $20,000 bond. The Government- again presented a request 
for a $50,000 bond, pointing out her elusive tactics in this case. The Judge 
talked to Coplon, who stated that she had no intention of running out. After 
the Judge pointed out to Coplon that she must be available, he left the bail 
at $20,000. The indications are thqt she will make, this bail. 

Gubitchev appeared without any counsel, and when the Court asked 
him if he had counsel, he said no. They asked him if he was going to- get 
counsel and he said no. He said he was a foreigner, had diplomatic status, 
his arrest was illegal, was a provocation, ^and he was not going to answer any 
questions of the Court. The Judge told him that the charges were very grave 
and that he should not go into. Court without ah attorney? that the risks were 
too great. Gubitchev still said he did not want counsel. The Judge said he 
would appoint one for him because, he could not afford to go to trial without 
one. The Judge set the trial for March 25, 1949,. but at the request of 
Coplon* s attorney the date was set as of April 1, 1949. Gubitchev will enter 
a plea on March 14 , 1949. 

Hr. Belmont called again at noon and stated he had just received a 
call from Mr. Ray 7/hearty, who stated that Hr. Alex Campbell had instructed 
that Coplon be put under surveillance i“f and when she is released on bail. 

Mr. Belmont told Hr. TVhearty that he would not put this surveillance on Coplon? 
that he believed it would, be most injudicious and unwise. Reporters and photo- 
graphers are now hanging around the Detention Quarters awaiting her release. 

The previous experiences of the Bureau in surveilling her have reflected that 
she avoids surveillance. Further, her brother, BertVgiSplon, plans to take hen 
home immediately so that she cannot be contacted Tpy’ahyone.

that he did not believe it desirable or proper to deal in generalities, 
that if he were furnished the exact questions which the State Department 
wanted answered, the information would be gathered and made available. 

Mr. Y/hearty advised that he would get the exact questions which the State 
Department wanted answered. Mr. Belmont stated that as soon as they are 
determined, he will get the answers to the questions and will clear the 
answers with the Bureau before they are furnished to Mr. Yfhearty. 

Mr. Belmont stated that Bert Coplon had been interviewed for 
two hours last night, and he had dropped into the office today and had 
talked to him. It appears that Bert .Coplon wants to cooperate. He is not 
permitting the other members of the family to read the newspaper accounts of 
the case. He wants to get his sister out on bail and indicates he will do 
everything he can to get her to relate the story to the Bureau. If she won it 
do it and she furnishes him the story, he will give it to the Bureau. He has 
expressed concern about the safety of Judith Coplon and he expects trouble 
around the home because of the feeling which has been engendered try the pub- 
licity and the fact that the newspapers are making every effort to interview 
the family. Mr. Belmont told him that the Bureau could not afford any pro- 
tection, but that he could alert the police department and would do soi 
Coplon in very strong language indicated that he wanted to determine the 
identity of the person who had gotten Judith into this thing. He also indi- 
cated that he was a ruined man, that* already a very large contract had been 
cancelled.

At 12:25 a.m. on March 5, 1949* Mr. Belmont inrormed me that 
he had talked to Mr. V/hearty and Mr. hearty was or The’ opinion That the 
Washington Held Orrice should consult with The United States Attorney, 
and secure a search warranT to examine. Coplon* s apartment., He’ said the 
basis for securing it should oe the discovery or The inrormation in her 
possession, together with the fact that, the Agents knew she nad a type- 
writer in ner apartmenT and was using it last night. The reason for The 
request should be to discover The typewriter and to deTermine.il any 
similar maTerial was in ner possession. In order f To insure the issuance 
or the search warrant Mr. Wnearty suggested tnat Mr. Peyton Ford call 
Mr. Morris Fay, tne United States Attorney nere and solicit nis cooperation 
so the warrant would be issued at the earliest possible time. You recall 
I spoke to you about this. At your suggestion I inrormed Mr. Belmont that 
the inrormation concerning the presence of the typewriter was obtained 
over a tech and therei’ore could not be used. "While talking to Mr. Nichols 
I explained the above to him. He said that ne would discuss it with Mr. 
Ford who he anticipated seeing shortly. 


While talking to Mr. Belmont he told me that Mr. Ford had 
peen in touch with Mr. T/hearty and that they were attempting to perfect 
irrangements whereby the subjects would be- arraigned before a local magis- 
trate. Mr. YJhearty appeared to oppose this on the grounds that the night 
nagistrate might not know too much about the matter, or the extent of 
his authority together with the fact tnat there would be police reporters r 
present and the full benefit of a press release would not be secured. H j 
Mr. Ford, on the other hand, appeared to be strongly in favor or the 
arraignment. He said tnat as an alternative proposal they were attempt 
ting to secure a local Federal Judge who would be willing to come down 
to handle tne arraignment . In addition to tne foregoing tney were con- 
templating calling the First Secretary of tne USSR Delegation to tne 
United Nations and advising him of tne apprehension of Gubitcnev and 
of tne fact tnat ne would be arraigned as soon as possible. I suggested 
to Hr. Belmont tnat ne allow Mr. Y/nearty to handle tnis pnase of the 
matter. He said he would do so. I informed Mr. Ladd of the foregoing 
and you vd.il recall that I discussed it ^witSytpu. , ^ s'

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At 1:33 a.m. I talked to SAC* Scheldt.’ He said tnat at tne 
time they were considering cnarging tne subjects with conspiracy to comit. 
an orfense against tne United States, namely to violate Section 2071 
(removable of government records) and to defraud the United States of tne 
faitnful and impartial services of tne Defendant Coplon. Arter informing 
Mr. Ladd of tne foregoing and at nis suggestion I called Mr. Scniedt at 
1:45 a.m. and told nim that he should suggest the possibility of including 
■within the complaint a charge of conspiring to violate the Espionage 
Statute.

At 4:15 a.m. while talking to Mr. Schieat he said that tne 
complaint nad been changed and it now contained charges of conspiring to 
1). commit espionage, 2). remove records of the Department of Justice 
pretaining to the National Defense, and 3). defraud the United States 
Government of the services of the Defendant Coplon. .Tne complaint nas 
been transmitted in toto to tne Bureau by teletype, a copy of which is 
attached hereto. 

Mr. Scheldt also inroimea me that they naa been successful 
in securing Juage Simon H. Rif land. He said tnat they nad sent a car 
for him and that the arraignment would be conducted as soon as he arrived. 


ij , At 5;:03 Mr. Schiedt called me. He said that the subjects 

had been taken before Judge Rirkina at approximately 4:50 a.m.. The judge 
„ read the .complaint to them and explained its contents. He informed them 
tnat tney nad a rignt to nave counsel represent them, tnat they did not 
nave to say anything and tnat anytning they might^s ay could be used against 
them. He told them tnat they were entitled to a preliminary nearing or 
coulu waive the same, but if tney desired a hearing tnat the government 
would have to prove the existence of probable cause. Coplon indicated 
tnat sne did now nave an attorney but desired one. Gubitchev strongly 
protested against the action taken. .He said that he was not a citizen, 
that ne nad -a diplomatic passport anu diplomatic status. He was again 
asked if he wanted counsel and after protesting he indicated tnat ne aid. 

He demanded the rignt to call a representative of nis government. Mr. 
"Khearty did not object to this proceedure whereupon the judge instructed 


that tne Agents accompany the subjects to pnones and arrrord tnem the use 
of the same. . Botn you and Mr. Ladd were immediately informed concerning

' / Gubitchev called tne Russian Delegation to the United Nations 

•and spoke to the night man. He asked to be placed in touch with

During a conversation with %. Belmont at 6:0S a.m. he informed 
me that a Lester K.» Levin, an attorney at 39 Broadway nad just arrived 
at the office and was representing Coplon. 

Mr. Scheidt called at 7:15 a.m. He said tnat tne hearing had 
been continued at 5:45 a.m. before the same judge. Attorney Levin represented 
Coplon, but Gubitchev was not represented by counsel. In view of this 
fact no discussion was had concerning his bail and the hearing was con- 
inued until 11:00 a.m. In addition to this Levin v/ants to confer with 
his more season associate concerning the case. Coplon's bail v/as set 
at $10,000 until tne nearing at 11:00 a.m. During the nearing Mr. Yihearty 
made a little speecn in which he said tnat he was going to recommend 
bail of $.00 , 000 for Gubitchev and $50,000 ror Coplon. This was based on 
the fact that Gubitchev might flee ir his bail was low enough. The ques- 
tion arose as to what should be done with tne subjects until 11 a.m. 

Between the juage and Mr. Y/hearty it was decided to have the Agents re- 
tain custody of them. / You recall that I discussed this with you. 

Mr. Scnpidt called me again at 7:55 and said tnat tv/o Russians, 
namely Leonid A^raorozov who described himselr as tne First Secretary 

£ the Russian Delegation to tne United Nations and his assistant Georg e 
cnkqv called and v/anted to speak to Gubitcnev. Tney talked to Hr. 
art y exclusively. He tola tnem rive or six times that tney coula speak 
, to nim if tney v/anted to see nim about an attorney. Tnis was done because 
of tne Judges instructions. It appears tnat Morozov spoke only Russian. 

Since Yihearty informed tnem tnat tney could only speak to tnem if tney 
wanted to talk to him about an attorney they left without talking to him. 

Arter their departure Mr. Yihearty raised tne question about the availability 
of a Russian speaking agent. Mr. Scheidt told him that none v/as immediately 
available — and there wasn't. Afterwards he raised the question as to 
the advisability of allowing one of our agents to appear before tnem. 

He and Mr. Yihearty decided that it would not be a good iuea. I have 
inforinea Mr. Ladd, Mr. Nichols of the above.

In connection with the various interviews being conducted by your 
office, the Bureau's files have been reviewed regarding Ulda Eldred. This

On September 15, 1947 the Justice Department submitted a Loyalty 
Form oh 'Ul^a Lillian Johnson Eldred, who was born March 21, 1912 at Altoona, 
Kansas and who was employed by the Department pf Justice as a Secretary. On 
this Loyalty Form she listed her husband* s name as being George Donald ELdred 
who was born February 22, 1907 at Altoona, Pennsylvania. This form reflects 
that Mrs. Eldred had been employed by the Department of justice sihee: 1937 
and had resiebsd since 1937 at 1620 E Street, M.E., Washington, D., C. This 
lorn was returned to the Department of Justice v/ith a notation that no 
disloyalty data, were found in the Bureau »s files. (12L-4-39Q730)

They also wanted to know if Judith Coplon’s brother could come to 
Washington and. pick up some ^^^cs^from her apartment which she desired. 

Mr. Belmont informed he would clear, this matter with Mr. Whearty. He talked 
to Mr; Whearty and Mr. WJieartv told,him to- tell Coplon’s brother that if he 
would contact Mr. ^.hearty(someum week, possibly Tuesday, he, Mr. 

Whearty, would»make arrangements for him to gain entrance to his sister’s 
apartment., In addition to the above, Mr. Belmont informed me that the Grand 
Jury had returned indictments against Coplon and Gubitchev today. This 
information was secured very, confidentially , however', and should riot be disseminated 
at this time. 

Mr. Belmont informed me, however, that Assistant Attorney General 
Campbell had been advised of the action taken. The*Grand Jury voted on the 
iridictments;' however, the indictments have not been presented to- the District . 
Judge' as yet.* The tentative indictment is in four counts. Count No. 1 charges // 

.both of them with conspiring to violate the espionage statutes (18 USC, 371). 

Count No. ,2 charges Coplon with attempted espionage (18 USC, 793). Count No. 3 
charges Gubitchev with attempted espionage (18 USC, 793). Count No. 4 charges 
Coplon with attempting to transmit, information in the Department of Justice^ 
files to Gubitchev (18 USC, 794). . * , 1 ’ '*** 

Mr. Belmont informed me that the indictment had been ^awn up' by 
the indictment expert in- thp pep.artment.>of Justice; however, it. will be studied 
by the USA and thereafter signe'd aH§3d|livered' to the; judge sometime between 
11:30 and 11:45 a.m. tomorrow riiornin^%^t that time 'or shortly thereafter a 
press release will be issued by the A tt o rn e wG ene r a 1 fr W a shi n g ton . . ‘

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In addition to the foregoing, Mr. Belmont informed me that he had 
learned through discussions with Mr. Whearty and Mr. Donegan that the 
Department is considering obtaining an indictment against Judith Coplon in 
Washington, D. C. Definite plans in this regard have not been formulated 
and it is simply in the discussion stage at this time. The nature of the 
indictment contemplated is also unknown. 

I furnished this information to Mr. Ladd and pursuant to his instructions 
advised Mr. McGuire concerning the indictment.

Re: Judith Coplon - Espionage 


Referring to the above matter, it is understood that there 
probably will be a meeting between the subjects in New York on the 
evening of March 4, 1949, at which time a transmission of informa- 
tion or documents relating to the national defense or other govern- 
ment materials or information may be effected. 


It is the desire of the Department that this meeting be 
covered by the Bureau and, in the event it appears a transmission 
has occurred, that the subjects be apprehended. Upon .such apprehen- 
sion, both should be searched and questioned. If it is thus es- N 
tablished that a transmission of documentary information within the 
terminology of the Espionage Act (viz. "relating to the national defense") 
has been effected or that a removal of government records within the 
purview of Sections 641 or 2071, Title 18 U.S. Code (1948 Ed.), has 
occurred, prosecution should be initiated by the filing of a complaint 
with the United States Commissioner and the prompt arraignment of both 
defendants. The prosecutive phase of the matter should be handled by 
the United States Attorney for the Southern District of New York. 

If on the other hand it is found upon searching and fj 

questioning the subjects that no transmission has occurred and that J/y" - 
no prior transmission of material and relevant data is admitted, the* 
subject Gubitcher should be released promptly. The subject Coplon, 
however, in addition to the Bureau's questioning, should be served 
with a subpoena to appear before the regular Grand Jury iu the Southern 
District of New York at its earliest following session and there should 
be examined at length tinder oath concerning every phase of^ this matter. 
Such examination, of course, will be conducted by the United States 
Attorney or one of his Assistants. The Bureau should exercise every 
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precaution, however, to be cognizant of the subject’s activities 
from the point of apprehension up to her examination before the 
Grand Jury and should endeavor, so far as possible, to prevent any 
collusive contacts with others which ’might afford* opportunity for 
fabricating or altering testimony. The subject Gubitcher should 
also be subpoenaed to appear before the Grand Jury on the same date 
as the subject Cdplon but should not be detained unnecessarily prior s 
thereto if the results of the apprehension are negative. 

It will be appreciated if you will arrange to advise me 
immediately as to developments in this matter in order that the 
State Department may be informed and enabled to make such contact with 
The Secretary General of the United Nations as may be necessary. 

Notwithstanding the directions in the foregoing para- |j 

graphs, it is not intended hereby to 'restrict the Bureau in the | 

exercise of its sound discretion as to whether the events as they |

DETAILS: AT COLUMBUS* OHIO: 

Mr* LOUIS ■ -NEMZER/ was interviewed by Special Agent RALPH 
BAOHMAN and reporting agent, at his residence, 451 Loveman Avenue, Worthington, 
Ohio,, on March 7, 1949* 

For the purpose of this investigation, this report is divide! 
into lbgical sub-divisions, in order to facilitate the perusal of the subject 
matter, relative to the various, topics of info mat ion obtained from Mr., NEMZER* 

PERSONAL HISTORY* RESIDENCE AND OCCUPATION. OF LOUIS NEMZER; 

Mr, NEMZER advised .that, he was an American Citizen, by birth, 
having been bora August IjL, 1913, at New York City.' He is married, has three 
children, and is presently employed by Ohio State University, Columbus, Ohio, 
as. an Assistant. Professor* Department’ of Political Science, where he has been 
employed since October, 1948. He lectured on American foreign policy in the- 
Soviet Union-* He was originally employed by the Department of Justice, as a 
Consult ant.., in the spring of 1941 and left the Department of- Justice ,in the 
spring of 1947* He was employed by the State Department, Office of 
Intelligence Research, in May, 1947, and still acts as a Consultant to the 
Office of .intelligence Research of the Departnierit of State* 

Mr* NEMZER advised that he, had also served as, an expert, 
witness for the government in several trials involving prosecution 6f foreign 
agents* He stated that he is an expert on Communism and the Eastern situation'* 

In connection with his employment by the Department of Justice, 
Mr* NEMZER stated that he had first worked for the Special Defense Unit with Mr* 
ALLEN C. SMITH and that, this Unit later became the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section of the Department* Mr* NEMZER stated that he is able to read Russian 
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and that in his testimony in the trials in -which, he had participated, he 
picked out items, of propaganda that could. be used in the, trial. Mr. NEMZER 
stated that he had; worked on the case of the United States vs- RAYFiEID RUSH, 
a Russian Agent, /who. had disseminated propaganda in the United States, without 
registering as an agent* He also did some, work for the Department in 
connection with the case of the United States vs VON ZIATSKY, whose trial 
was held in Hartford, Connecticut. Mr. NEMZER described VON ZIATSKY. as a 
white Russian and the only other feature of the case he recalled at the time of 
the interview was the fact that a manjiamed KUNZE was involved in the case* 

INFORMATION CONCERNING JUDITH COPLON; 

Mr* NEMZER stated that he first met JUDITH COPLON, whom he 
called ’’JUDY 0 In the fall, of JL944>- when she became an employee of the 
Foreign Agents Section of the Department*, NEUZER said that he had, received 
the impression at that time that she ted previously been connected with the. 
Anti-Trust, Division of the Department before effecting her transfer to v the 
Foreign .Agents Registration Section* Mr. NEMZER said that he .had hot previously 
been acquainted with- JUD^COPLOI. At- the' time JUDITH OOPLCN became an employee 
of the Section^ it has. under the supervision of Mr* J^SSE Mi McKNIGHT. Me* 
NEMZER described himself .as pne of the two. Assistant Chiefs of the Section, 
who was responsible for the .correlation of data on, foreign language groups* 

He specialized In activity in Left, f/ihg. groups, during the period after the 
wa r. JUDITH CQPLQNvcame. to the Section ,as' a Junior Assistant- and- assisted 
NEMZER as part of her duties. She had no real responsib ilit y at this time* 

Mr. NEMZER said that COPLON had little proficiency in the 
Russian language but handled the- French language very well* 

Mr. NEMZER described COPLON-- as a ’’political sophisticate*” 

He explained that JUDITH COPLON had a certain mount of sophistication about 
Left T7ing. groups* By this, he, said that he meant that "one sometimes learns- 
by being; burned,” that COPLON knew the Party Line, could interpret a Party 
operation, was able to analyze Party propaganda and seemed to have, had 
experience in watching the Communist Party perform. Mr. NEMZER said that 
COPIfiN had, heyer mentioned' any prior or present membership in the Communist 
Party and, based on: his association, with her in the Department, hie did hot. 
feel ttet she Would have volunteered any information concerning Any Communist 
Party connection on her part. Mr. NMZER also said that he believed that 
COPLON was ”the most accomplished actress he had ever known”, if she were, 
sympathetic with the Communist Party and, that he would be "tremendously 
:startledP if she had any ideological loyalty to. the Communist Party. 

Mr., NEMZER said -that. COPLON was a very industrious girl. 
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in connection with 'her work, but that she was emotionally unstable, greatly 
frustrated, and moody. He belieyed that she had an active but riot a firs|t 
rate mind. He said that part of the work done by COPLON was to read th< 

Daily Worker arid, other Left Wing publications and that on many occasions, 
he and COPLON "tossed jokes back arid forth about the Communists'? and tjaat as 
a result of these exchanges of comments about the actions of the Communist 
Party, he did not believe that COPLON. had any connection with the Communists* 

J£r. NEMZER stated that he knew of no strong friendships that 
COPLON had and that he believed that she was a very loriesome person. He stated 
iSt the only knov/ledge he had of any social activities or contacts of’ COPLCN 
^utside of the Department were those occurring at several gatherings held at the 
/home of JESSE# McHNIGHT, for the employees of the Foreign Agents Registration. 
Section, COPLON had visited at the home of NEMZER perhaps 'twice*, during 
their association but the NEHZERS had never visited the apartment of COPLON* 

Hr. NEMZER stated, that, the only clue that he could offer 
concerning any Communist Party connection of COPLON was her association with 
MART / BfTOPPER, Secretary of the. National Lawyers 1 Guild, NEMZER Stated that 
he believed that MARTIN POPPER was a "fellow .traveller" because he was 
always in Communist front organizations and had made strong pro-Russian 
speeches-, NEMZER said that at the time he met POPPER, POPPER was one of the 
Attornies for the Polish governmerit and had had contact: with the Department 
of justice in connection with the registration Of a motion picture concern, 
as a proper registration under the Foreign Agents Registration. Act*. NEMZER 
said that during the occasions that POPPER had contacted him, NE MZ ER, as a 
Polish Analyist of. the Department , they argued politics and: POPPER pressed 
him, NEMZER, very hard to get him outside of the Department at lunch and at 
social engagement s. NEMZER stated that he always laughed these appointments 
off and advised POPPER that if he had anything to say to him, NEMZER, he 
could say it at his Department* NEMZER stated, that, he did not recall the 
exact date, but that, on one occasion, he had some "very hot and unpleasant 
words" with POPPER concerning the registration of the motion picture concern 
referred to above jhlso. that JUDITH COPLON knew of this,. Nevertheless, 

COPLON later stated that she had talked with POPPER and had had lunch with 
him a, couple of times. NEMZER said that he believed that POPPER was a very 
persuasive speaker and that taking into account the likely lordliness and 
emotional imstable condition of COPLON, it was possible that a man of 
POPPER 1 s persuasiveness, might have persuaded her to perform most any action* 

JUDITH COPLON, to the best knowledge of Mr. NEMZER, was a 
single person. She resided, alone, in Washington, when first known to Mr, 

NEMZER and later, exact date unknown, she moved into some dormitory in 
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Waghingt^i but the address of the apartment was not known to Mr. NEMZER* 

Mr. NEMZER stated, in connection with f riendships of CpBLON, that she once 
mentioned two girl friends whom she had .known in New York but their names 
were not recalled by him. She also mentioned her parents and a brother b 6 

in New York. ' 


, __ Me* NEMZER stated that COPLON was also knoy/n to 

who was employed by the Justice Department at ^proximately the sane time a"s” 
JUDY CQPIDN.. Mr. NE MZE R stated that he d,-id not believe that COPLON and 

L | knew each, other before their associ ation as fellow employees with the 

Department of Justice. I I is presently employed by the State 

Department. 


Mr* NE MZE R advis ed that JUDY ODPLON was also known to SIDNEY 
BRODY of the Criminal Division of the Department and that BRODY had had 
several strong arguments with COPLON but that the.se were of a personal nature 
to. the best, of Mr. NEMZER r d knowledge* Other than these arguments and 
personal differences, BRODY and COPLON' apparently got along well together* 

Mr., NEMZER said that NATHANIEL LBNDIN of the Department of 
Justice had an office next to that occupied' by COPLON in the Department but 
he did not know the extent of contacts between. LEND IN and COPLON. 

In connection with trips made bjf CQPi.CN while she was 
assbqiatel with the Department of' Justice, Hrv NEIZER stated that she made 
frequent week end trips, to New York City, often leaving in- the. middle df 

afternoons. Mr* NEMZER stated that these trmps were made every two of 
three weeks and that he assumed that she went to New York to have contact with. 
hpr early friends because she was Such a lonely person in Washington* Mr. 
NEMZER also stated that, he knew that JUDY 'COPLON had been making the trips 
to New fork over the week aids prior to. the fail of 1946 , -because, on one 
occasion, in tke fall of 194.6, he, NEMZER, drove to NeW York, with his family 
and COPLON suggested that her mother might be able to arrange hotel 
reservations for him. Mr. NEMZER also said that he knows that prior to his 
trip to Ne.w York, COPLON had been making .regular week end trim's* there. 

Mr. NEMZER also stated that in addition to the parents 
residing in New York City, he believed that COPLON had one brother residing 
there, who was - a; Dentist in the City* The parents and the brother were 
the only relatives mentioned by COPLON. Mr. NEMZER also stated that he 
recalled vaguely that on several occasions, COPLON stayed in New York over 
a period of a couple of weeks and 'that he believed these were on vacation. 
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Mr. NEMZER stated that, in the sumer of 1948, COPLON 
surprised him by stating that she was taking a conducted tour of France*. 

Mr* NEMZER said that he was quite surprised by this statement because he knew 
that COPLON was attending the American University,, working toward her 
Masters degree and that he had previously heard from her that she was 
going to take off the .summer of 1948, for the purpose of writing her thesis. 

MT', NEMZER said that this thesis was "French Propaganda in the. United 
States During World War II." Mr. NEMZER stated that he was also surprised 
because she was taking a conducted tour of France and that he did not think 
that ter actions "made 1 sense. 1 * Mr. NEMZER stated that he saw COPLON in 
Washington after she came back from her trip to France, in the summer of 
1948, just prior to his departure for Columbus, Ohio, for the purpose of 
taking up his duties with Ohio State University. Mr. N EMZER stated that 
at this time, COPLON did not look very well and stated: that she had spent 
.her time in France making a "sightr-seeing tour" of the .country. COPLON 
Mentioned no specific contacts, acquaintances, or friends that she had made 
in France on this trip* 

In connection with this trip to France, Mr., NEMZER stated 
that the financial condition of JUDITH COPLON appeared .to be unusually good 
that when he questioned her about finances relative to her trip to 
France, She stated that she had sufficient money to pay for the trip. Mr. 

NEMZER said that at no time during his association with COPLON had she 
ever mentioned any financial difficulties dr problems to him and appeared 
not to have any* 

Mr. NEMZER stated that he had visited Washington, D.C*, 
during the Christmas holidays of 1948 and. that he had planned to contact his 
former associates in the Department of' Justice. He spoke to COPLON on the 
telephone concerning a luncheon engagement but that COPLON "weasled out" 
of the lun cheon and gave as an excuse the reason that she had to help, locate 
an apartment for her Doctor. Mr. NEM Z E R stated* that they talked on the 
telephone for a couple of minutes and that at this time,, some discussion was 
had between them ridiculing the Communist Party, through some items' that had 
appeared in the Press at that time. 

In connection with the excuse used by COPLCN relative to her 
assisting her Doctor, Mr. NEMZER stated that COPLON had apparently been 
treated by a Doctor for "female trouble" and had undergone an operation, 
during the past two years. 

Mr. NEMZER stated that when he left the Justice Department,, 
he had taken I I with him to work in the Department of State. At yfir 
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this time, | l and COPLON had been promised raises for some time, NEMZER 

said that prior to the time, he had transferred to the State Department, b6 

COPLON had expressed her willingness to also transfer to t he State Depart- b7C 


merit, as requested, but on the occasion, when he had taken with him 

to the State Department, she seemed to have changed her views, about 
transferring f horn the Justice Department and he, NEMZER, knew of no 
explanation for this change. Hr, NEMZER. said that shortly after he had gone 
to the State Department, he, NEMZER, had gone back to the Justice Department 
and had spoken to COPLON’ s superior, stating that he would take :JUDY to the 
State Department with him if they did. not promote her or give her a- raise., 
Shortly thereafter, NEMZER received a telephone call from COPLON. During 
the conversation, she spoke to him ’’very sharply” ani said things that 
a ”lady would not say” about his interference in her affairs and stated 
that she. did not desire to leave the Justice Department. Mr. NEMZER said 
that he attributed COPLON *s reaction to this incident as .evidence of her 
emotional state and did hot answer her back. 


I 


Mr. NEMZER said that while COPLON was an employee of the 
Foreign Agents Registration Section, he believed she had f rill access to 
everything in the records division of the Justice Department and could obtain 
any Record by simply phoning for the record to be brought to her office or 
by a personal search of the files in the record room. He said that after 
the close of the War,, the personnel of the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section had been reduced and, as a result of the reduction in force, the 
remaining personnel, had a great deal of night work and it was quite a 
Common occurrence for the remaining personnel to work at night. Mr. NEMZER 
said there was no guard against taking out records at night and. that it was 
possible that COPLON could secure these records and remove them. Mr*. 

NEMZER said that he believed that COPLON could even, secure data from the looted 
files of the Records Division because he believed that she had keys and 
could. secure the files* 

Mr. NEMZER, from time to time, during the course of the 
interview with him, repeatedly stated that he felt that JUDY COPLON was a 
very lonely and emotionally unstable person and that he could only attribute 
any action oh her part to which she is accused in this investigation as due 
to her emotional unstability and had no information concerning ariy 
connection other than as set out above in this report. 
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INFORMATION CONCERNING "SITUATION" IN DEPARTHmT OF JUSTICE! 

Mr* NEMZER stated that to his r ec6liectioh> he had, at no 
time, furnished any information or statement regarding any "situation" 
in the Department of Justice or the Federal Bureau of Investigation to any 
other government agency and to his recollection, any representative of any 
government agency or Department or to any member or representative of any 
house committee. He stated that he. had never talked with anyone in the 
Department or the Federal Bureau of Investigation or any government agency 
in connection with JUDY COPLON or any leanings which he believed mi$t 
indicate disloyalty* Hr* NEMZER stated that he had, never talked with 
anyone concerning any leaks or indication of lack of security in the 
Department, He stated that when, any question concerning any matters in the 
Department of Justice arose, it was handled within the Department and no 
comment was made by him to any person outside the Department -other thin his 
superiors,* Mr. NELEER stated that he considered his position with the 
Department of Justice to be a ’’very special” position and that he believed 
that his associates also considered; their positions; to. be "very special" 
positions and that they were all extremely conscientious of the; work and 
felt that it was highly confidential* Mr,* NDlZER said that no discussiop,,to 
his knowledge, was ever had by him or any person in the Department concerning 
any pro— Russian or pro— Communist situation within the Department* 

Mr* NEMZER, .stated that on several occasions, while he 
was associated with the Department of Justice, he had gone to the Committee, 
room' of the House Comnittee on Un-American Activities, for the purpose of 
reviewing records maintained by the Committee' in connection with some of 
the subjects being handled by the Foreign Agents Registration Section* He 
stated that he had contacted an individual on these occasions by the name 
of "HANDEL" but that no discussion had. ever been had with "HANDEL" or any 
other person connected vdth the House Committee oh Un— American Activities- 
concerning any ^sitvmtion" in the Departmai t of Justice* Mr* NEMZER 
said that his visits to the record room of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities were not frequoit and that the, only discussions, he ever 
had were those- discussions regarding individuals who had furnished, information 
to the House Committee and whom the House Committee wer,e interested in having 
the State Department of the government keep in the United States* 

MT* NEMZER stated that he could not recall any specific 
case in. this connection but that he did recall that one individual was the 
author of "Out pf ; the Night." Mr. NEMZER also said that he had never been 
approached nor had any discussion ever been had with him by- any member of 
any House Committee or any person connected With any House Committee, 
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concerning his appearance as a witness before any House Committee. 

In connection with any alleged "situation" in the 
Department of Justice, Mr, NEMZER said that during the early days of' the 
war, there had been a Polish translator employed by the DepfCrtmeirit of 
Justice, named DON BROWSKY, first name unknown, who was finally forced 
out of the Department because of inefficiency. He stated that DONEROWSKY 
had done- a "lot of talking'* and may have written letters to the H.CiU.A, 
or other persons concerning the Department hut that; this was only a 
conjecture oh his,. NEMZM , s, parti 

Mr* NEMZER also stated that, there was a Mrs, LANGLEY, who 
was employed by the Department of Justice and who was a "letter writer” 
who wrote to the Attorney General, stating that, people in the Department 
were leafing* Mr, NEMZER offered this name as one of the few persons he could 
recall who might have transmitted, info nnation concerning any situation 
in the Department to outside sources. 

On March. 7>; 1949> an. .article appeared in the Columbus Citizen, 
a daily newspaper published iri Columbus, Ohio, concerning the investigation 
herein, A telephone call was received by reporting agent from Mr* NEMZBR 
after the edition of the Columbus Citizen ha.d been distributed and Mr, 

NEMZER stated that the Marph ‘7 edition of the Citizen in. a; story relating 
to instant case, carried an article with a. date .line' of March 7 » 19 k% 
Washington, .D.G, fhe pertinent pori&icn of this article referred, to by 
•Mr* NEMZER was "Spy hunters have already lined up a Midwest University 
Professor for the role of starting (or startling) witness in the COPLON 
case, The Professor t .s name is not disclosed* He once worked as. a Consultant 
to the Foreign Agents Registration Office, He resigned- in 1946. because he 
said the. division was pro-Russian and pro-Communist," Mri NEJBER stated tint 
the foregoing release did not. refer to himself but might possibly refer 
to STEPHEN MAMCHUR who was f ormerly associated with the Foreign; Agents 
Registration Section of the Department of Justice and had resigned about 1946 
and appeared to be, somewhat "resentful" at the time he left the Department, 

MT. NE12E1 said that he had last heard of MAMCHUR as a. Professor of Sociology 
at Wayne University, Detroit, Michigan, NEMZER added, however, that he 
would be "surprised" if fflAMCHUR had said that the Department of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Section was pro-Russian or pro- Communist.

Results of Sxeminatioai 

' Speeimsns Q44 through 0155 were examined for the presence 
of mierodots and for other types of concealed messages by 
methods whloh would not ohas«e or alter their appearanee with 
negative results. 

Ben-staining treatment revealed no secret ink on sped- 
mens Q44 through Q135. Although specimens Q90 and Q91 could 
be used for the preparation of a secret ink, it does net 
appear likely that s poo loans of this type would be so used 
because of the availability of their components, mealy sugar 
and aspirin, la sore convenient forms. 

It has been eextoluded that the handwriting on QlOS, 

Q106 and Q107, which are CO PLOT'S address bock, diary and 
oheok book, respectively, was written by JUDITH COPLOT, whose 
known handwriting Is contained In h»r Justice Department 
personnel file, listed in the laboratory as Kid. COPLOT was 
previously identified as the writer of the questioned note 
removed from her purse, listed and described in the laboratory 
report dated March 7, 1949 as Q59.

Naramore advised that it had come to his attention -that the -secre- 
taries who were charged with the responsibility for opening and closing the safe 
kept the combination in their desks. He was worried over the idea that Judith 
Coplon might have at some time during the pertinent period or even prior thereto 
requested these secretaries to permit her to place material in that safe and so 
was able to determine where the combinations were kept. 

ACTION: 


It is suggested that consideration be given to having the secretaries 
who possessed the combination to the safe in question interviewed for the purpose 
of determining whether or not Judith Coplon ever utilized that safe.

The purpose of this information is to outline instructions which — 
were. furnished to the New York Office concerning the surveillance of Harold 
Shapiro, an employee of the Department, during the time he is in New York overAJhis 
weekend. 

DETAILS:

• a + 4 . a memorandum .to you dated March 18, 1 9h9> concerning this matter which 

is attached, rSuper vls or Kenneth Delavigne of the Washington Field Office advised 
that HaroWJ-Shapiro was going to New York over this weekend where he expected to 
meet A. *B. Rosen, former head, of the Civil Rights Unit in the Department of Justice 
and now a practicing attorney in Chicago. Rosen had previously told Shapiro that 
he would see , him in New York this weekend and after talking with Shapiro would try 
to see Ray Shearty of the Department. The purpose of Rosen seeing T?hearty was 
not explained but it was surmised that it might be on behalf of Shapiro. 

At 3:15 HI today, Mr. Delavigne called me and stated that Shapiro 
presumably left Washington at 2:00 PM today via the Pennsylvania Railroad for New 
York. He said that Shapiro has planned to meet Rosen at the Harnony (phonetic) 

Club in New York City. Mr. Delavigne further advised that Shapiro’s home is in 
New Hartford, Connecticut. 

In accordance with' your instructions, I called ASAC Belmont of the New 
York Office and furnished him with the following instructions : New York is to 
pick up Shapiro upon his arrival at 6:00 PM and keep him under continuous 
surveillance during the entire time he is in New York. I furnished all of the 
background information regarding this matter to Mr. Belmont and told him to cover 
the meeting between, Rosen and Shapiro at the Harmony Club, as well as any other 
contacts Shapiro may make and told him we were particularly interested in any 
contacts Shapiro might have with Judith Coplon during the time he is in Now York. 


Mr. Belmont raised the question as to whether Shapiro should be kept // 
under surveillance should he go to his home in New Hartford, Connecticut. After-^ 
this matter was checked with you by Mr. Leo L. Laughlin, I advised Mr. Belmont 
that Shapiro should be surveilled to his home in New Hartford, Connecticut by 
New York Agents in the event he does net go there. They should then arrange to 
turn the surveillance over to the New Haven Office and the New Haven Office should 
be instructed to keep a full time physical surveillance on Shapiro while he is 
there and when he leaves, take him back to New York where he will be turned over 
to New York Agents. I told Mr. Belmont that Ne^fork should then keep him undexv-.

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surveillance until he leaves for Washington, D. C., and that they should put him 
on the 'train at New York and then call the Bureau advising us that he has left, 
giving us the time of his departure and the • identity of the train on which he is 
coming to Washington. I specifically instructed Mr. Belmont that this - 
surveillance must be handled most discreetly and that it should be lost rather 
than the Agents made. * tl

Mr. Belmont asked me for a description of A^iJ^fBosen and I advised 
him that I would endeavor to secure such a de scription for him, inasmuch as there 
wa s no description of Rosen in the Bureau* s files. 

In this connection, I called Mr. Ray IVhearty of* the Department and' 
he furnished me with the following description* of Rosen: 

Age -33 , 

Height - 5 feet 10 inches 

Hair - Black wavey, parted in the middle 

Eyes - Black. and flashy 

Complexion - Rudy 

Teeth - Very good 

Characteristics - Somewhat round shouldered with heavy black eyebrows, 

a heavy chin and a mouth that assumes a triangular 
’ shape when he smiles. Also that Rosen is beginning 

to get fat around the middle. 

I immediately telephonically furnished this information to Mr." Belmont. 

I also instructed Mr. Belmont that if it were possible to do so, 
arrangements should be made to obtain the names of individuals called by Shapiro 
from whatever hotel he may stay at while in New York. 

Mr. Belmont stated that the Bureau instructions would be complied with 
and he would furnish the Bureau with the results of this surveillance upon its 
completion. I again warned Mr. Belmont that Shapiro is very surveillance conscious 
and that good judgment and great care should be exercised in carrying out this 
s assignment in order that Shapiro would not be aware of the fact that he was under 
surveillance.

SA Patrick A. Munley called my attention to the article and advised that 
WILLIAM HyfHILL, President of the Binghamton Sun and Publisher of that newspaper, 
was away'irom Binghamton and would be unavailable for a period of thirty days. „ 
Upon my instructions he contacted WALTER J.^LYGN, Managing Editor, and called 
the artiole to his attention, advising hinr^that Miss JUDITlficOPLO U was not an 
employee of the FBI and had not been an employee of the .FBI. 

Agent Munley advises that -Mr. LYON was disgusted about the part referring 
to the "FBI Girl" and explained that a new man was handling the City Desk on 
the preceding evening and that he was not "too smart." He advised that he 
knew from the press reports that the girl was not an employee of the FBI. He 
informed- Agent Munley he was sorry that it had happened but made no mention 
about a retraction. In accordance with my instructions Agent Munley informed 
Mr. LYON that we wanted to call this matter to his attention so that there would 
be no misunderstanding relative to Hiss COFLON*s not being employed by the 
Bureau. No request was made for a retraction, the interview merely being pl ace d^ 
on the basis of wanting to make certain that ho knew the facts. 


For the information of the Bureau, the Binghamton Sun during the period 
of time I have been assigned to this office has on a number of occasions mis- 
stated information and on a number of occasions to my knowledge has inaccurately 
reported news items, and my impression is that this occurs more frequently than 
with most newspapers. It is also my impression that this is attributable to the 
Caliber of personnel employed by that newspaper rather them to intent on the 
part of the Publisher.

Chairman Wood*s press release of March 8, 1949, is the 
first intimation this Department received to the effect that the 
Committee had ever "been furnished with the name of Judith Coplon 
or with any information relating to the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section. On March 10, 1949, there was turned over to the Depart- 
ment a copy' of an inter-committee memorandum , dated September 3, 

1946, which shows that the only information the Committee received 
concerning Judith Coplon was that she was one of the four analysts 
I named in the memorandum who were still employed by the Foreign 
* Agents Registration Section after the heavy reduction in staff which 
occurred in 1946. The memorandum reflects further that the Committee 
had received a complaint to the effect that the reduction in staff 
would lead to a deterioration of the Section and result in a failure 
to enforce the Foreign Agents Registration Act. The Committee *s 
source is alleged to have stated further, as reflected in the press 
release, that the administration of the Act was resulting in a 
pro-Russian a-ttitude which required the registration of anti-Russian 
groups but not of pro-Soviet groups.

Since the Chairman of the House Committee on un-American a 

Activities is reflected in the press to have stated that the source /J 
of the foregoing is now a professor at Wayne University, it is 
certain that the source of the information was Stephen W^Mamchur. 
Mamchur, who now teaches' at Wayne University, was released from his 
job in 1946 due to the reduction in staff. At that time he protested 
to Assistant Attorney General Caudle because of the effect which the 
staff cut would have upon the efficiency of the Section. He made no 
mention within the Department, however, of any charge of a pro-Soviet 
bias within the Section. The files of the Department fail to reflect 
that the House Committee ever communicated with the Department prior 
to March 10, 1949, regard^jg Mamchur 1 s' complaint. 

JET IO 
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In August ,1946,. an investigator from the Committee did seek 
to examine certain files in the Foreign Agents Registration Section 
which were not part of the public -file. Following the Departmental 
rule the Chief of the Section denied to the Committee’s investigator 
access to these files. Thereafter, oh September 20, 1946, the Clerk 
of the Committee , wrote to the Attorney General requesting these files 
to which the Committee, was again denied access. This was accomplished 
by a telephone conversation by Mr. Harold Baynton, notation of which 
appears in the file. Mr, Baynton explained to the Committee’s Clerk 
that confidential files of the Department could not be released but 
that specific questions would be answered whenever possible. There 
is no indication that the Committee ever approached the Department 
in this matter again or ever explained why it wished to review the 
specific files for which a request had- been made.

McGuire, the Assistant to the Attorney General* The investigation disclosed 
that he was born at Pekin, Illinois, July 20, 1905* He attended Pekin 
Community High School from September, 1919, to June, 1923, and graduated 
with honors. He entered the University of Illinois, September 17, 1923, 
transferred to the law school, September, 1925, and received his LL.B. 

Degree on June 13, 1928. He was admitted to the Illinois State Bar 
October 11, 1928, and was associated with his father in the practice of 
law in Pekin from 1928 to 1930* For several months during 1930, he was 
employed in the New Business Department of the St. Louis Union Trust 
Company, St. Louis, Missouri, and subsequently returned to Pekin and was 
again associated with his father in the practice of law. He acted as 

State's Attorney of Tazewell County, Illinois, from 1932 to 1936.

The investigation failed to, disclose any derogatory information 
except that he had a speech impediment and lacked vigor in presenting cases 
in court. (77-10663) 

Employment in the Department 

Elliff 's personnel file in the Department indicates that he first 
took the oath of office on August 20, 1940 as principal attorney in the 
Criminal Division. He served as an attorney and Special Assistant to the 
Attorney General until his resignation on April 4, 1947, after which he 
returned to Pekin, Illinois to practice law. 

During 1946 he acted as Chief of the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section of the Department and, in addition, served as Chief of the 
Internal Security Section. The personnel file discloses no derogatory 
information concerning him and he consistently received Excellent efficiency 
reports. He was one of the nine individuals in the Department of Justice 
who were recommended to receive the Selective Service Medal on March 19, 

1946. It is noted that for some time he handled Selective Service matters 
in the Department.

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You "will recall that in November, 1945 > "Newsweek, " carried a 
story on the case of the eight saboteurs. Assistant Director Nichols was 
advised confidentially by Colonel Mclnerney of the Department that John 
Terrell of "Newsweek" had filched a copy of the transcript pertaining to 
the saboteur case* It was stated that Terrell got a copy of the transcript 
from someone in the Criminal Division and that the first draft of the 
summary had been prepared either by Nathan Elliff or in Elliff »s section. 
Subsequent information received concerning this incident indicated that 
the Attorney General had approved of giving an advanced copy of the brief 
to Terrell and that Elliff apparently was only acting pursuant to the 
Attorney General *s instructions, even though the material had not been 
previously approved by the Bureau* (98-10288-35-29; 94-3-4-61-92 & 100) 

On December 5, 1945, Vo*. E. A. Tamm met with Ur. James McGranery 
and others of the Department to discuss the program of conducting 
investigations of alien property cases in Europe and the Bureau* s 
assignment of Agents to these investigations;* Mr* Tamm advised Mr. 

McGranery of five conditions which must be met before you would be in a 
position to consider the request that Agents be sent to Europe* One of 
the conditions was that attorneys in the Department with whom the Bureau 
had been unable to work harmoniously were not to be assigned to handle this 
matter. Mr. McGranery was advised that you would not permit Bureau Agents to 
undertake an assignment of this kind if *'Mr. William Powers Maloney, Mr. 
Elliff or Mr. Woerhide were to. participate in this assignment* " 

Interview with Stephen W. Uamchur i 

Dr* Stephen W. Mamchur, in the interview concerning Judith 
Coplon, subsequent to her arrest, stated that she was connected with a group 
of individuals in the Foreign Agents p v egistration Section described as 
"pro-Soviet." This group included Nathaj$£lliff , LouisJtfJemzer, and others* 
According to Mamchur, he reca^s nothing specific as 1 fo xhe pro-Soviet 
attitude of Nathan Elliff except his close and personal association with 
Nemzer who was his assistant* Elliff often belittled the informant *s, 
efforts to more rigidly enforce the Registration Act and definitely did 
not want the Act enforced. Elliff was a close friend of ^Nemzer in and out 
of the office and informant believes Nemzer had considerable influence 
over Elliff. He further stated Nemzer had referred to anyone who was 
anti-Soviet as a Fascist and continuously charged red baiting to any stand 
taken by persons criticizing Communists or pro-Communist activities.

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According to the informant, Nemzer also charged red baiting to any anti- 
communist activity and expressed displeasure ■with the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities* Both Elliff and Nemzer were heard to call House 
Committee members "those SOBs." 

Interview with Elliff 


The Springfield Office was instructed to interview Elliff on 
March 10, 1949 concerning his knowledge of Judith Coplon and to determine 
whether anyone had ever furnished him derogatory information relating to 
her. 


He was interviewed on March 11, 1949 and advised that presently he 
was employed in the Foreign Agents Registration Section when that Section 
was taken over by the Criminal Division, and that he had no information 
concerning her activities or associates either in or out of the office* 

He stated that when the Section was reduced in personnel, he reviewed her 
personnel file but did not recall any derogatory information contained 
therein* He stated that he knew his name appeared in the files of the 
House Un-American Activities Committee as a Communist* He received his 
information from Congressman Harold A. Velde by phone on March 6, 1949. 

He was also in telephonic communication with Mr* James Mclnerney, Mr. Dave 
Bookstaver and Alexander Campbell of the Department, as a result of which he 
has concluded that when Marachur was dismissed from the Foreign Agents 
Registration Section, he went to the House Committee and gave the names of 
Elliff, Coplon, Bookstaver and Nemzer as being Communists. 

Elliff concluded that Mamchur was motivated by revenge. Elliff 
recalled that the House Committee Investigator Russell had once asked him as 
Head of the Section for confidential files of the Department, which included 
FBI reports* Elliff refused the request and told Russell it would be placed 
before his. superiors for their opinion. Russell was visibly upset, according 
to Elliff. Elliff wrote a memorandum referring the request to his superiors 
and discussed the situation personally. with Mclnerney. Elliff was 
^advised by Mr. Campbell of the Department last week that this memorandum has 
now been located and that the House Committee had retracted any statement

to the effect that Elliff was uncooperative and further admi'tt e d " that 
Russell had never asked Elliff about Coplon. 

Elliff stated he had told this same story to the Secretary of

He further indicated that he could not recall any information 
concerning Coplon which should have made him suspicious of her, and emphasized 
that all during his employment with the Justice Department^ security had been 
of prime importance to him.
